PBEFACB. 



i'Uti luatliiit; iiltia of th& present work is to ^v© the pedigrees, carefall; eUbo»ted 
from cont«mporiify doeumeots, of ©very notable family Mated in Suffolk before tbe er» 
of (h« Georges, togeiher with abBtoacta of some, tA any rate, of tiie wills and other 
evidences upon which these perlir.>Te.?s are based. It is not pretended that these genealogies 
AVi exIiauHtive or nl>solut«ly I'rt-c- from error, Imt they liavd been pnt tr^etlior, with 
intuiife |Mtviiim^ alter years of pralimiaavy reseanili. For, before % iine of timm liad beea 
printed, some twenty thousand of the Suffolk wills at Bory, Ipswieh, Norwich, Lambeth, 
sad Somerset House had been noted in abstract and elaborately indexed; the Sufiblk 
pedigrees in the Heralds' Visitations, and the Harleian and other Hannseripts had been 
copied and collated; the leading features of vast umnbt^rs or SulTolli Chancery Prncf^t'tl 
inp, chvefly- of the Rixtcenth ftn<l seventeenth centuries, hud been jottcil flown in tlic 
furiu of brief auutmaiies ; whilst the goeaipping colUx^Umn uf lociil ftatk|kMi'ie!ti of tba 
Stuart period, such as Ryeee, D'Ewes, Candler and Blois, had been stodled, and in part 
transcribed for future U8& It ne«d searedy be added that the folios of Davy and the 
Jennyn MBS. in the British Museum have been largely drawn upon in the oompiUtioo 
of the present Volume.

of the County whioh, it is to be hoped, will eventu«my, if not pi^baps in our day, 
see the light Both works, it need scarcely be added, give pedigrees of the famib'es, 
aneient and modem, whieh were seated in the Hundreds of which tiney rmpeotively treat

Be tlm as it D»t', tho true arms of Wiuthrop^ as orifcinally 
anthdrised bj the hemlda, require three crenclktod che^Tona, and, with nun exeeptioua, th^ havo 
beeu so bortie by siuxeBsive gouernticHis of tho fomily to the present time.

Tliomaa Qoatiin, a Suflblk dothier, waa manied at Urotoo, Jaouaiy, 1612, to Jane, ncaoid 

daughter of tlio third Adam Winthrop. The birltis of twelve children, whieh followed Ma uiiioii^ 
are leoonleti in the {writh re&atera or the Wi&throp Diary. Alicii) the yoaugeal« wa« Uiptiaed ou 
the tenth of April. 1636. In a tetter to bia bKntberjnFlaw, John Wintbropb dated Orotou, March 3, 
163^, ThoiiKi-<j GoAttin explains h» raaaona tor not having canned out hIa purpoee of emigrating to New 
Kngland. At the mtbcl U\i wife waa indiepcoed to go^ and now that ahe it willing tlieir moana will 
not admit of it He sd<l>i " we have a gie^t dcsyar to aend yoa y" godson, o' aonn John, to be 
imployed by yon, A indeed we bad aeut him now but for want of moneys." There U no record, 
however, that John Gmtlin came over, and he died in or before 1649, aa appeaxa by a letter from 

bia tuthcv in that . ; r ti: Uiliii Winlhrop, .Tuur., in which occurs the followiiij^ psusage ; — "We have 
loat many of o' family since your dapartare' : my aonn Wilha, my aonn John, my daughter Maiy, 
my aonn WoUe^ — these are all gone. The Laid fit na for o' change ... My wife decora to be 
lememlierod to you all. My ooara Stephen Winthnops wifa alao deayois to be rememlieied. She

Oonfitinatoiy o( the itbove h a letter fram Anne WiUie aboat her claim to an estate in 
VJigmia, originally giaoted to Wiltian Willis, deceased, and then in the oocapatioo of Jostinian 
Cooper. There is alto a power of attomej, in whioh she is desoribed as "Ann Wfllis of Ghettle 
in the oouuty nf Dorset^ widdowe of Nathaneall Willis deoeaaed." A Zaohariah WilUt, pmumaMy 
a brother of lier hnsbaud, joins in the power. 

One^ at least, of the ehildren of Thomas Costlin and Jane Wintbrop saemH to Vnv^ v'Jled 
in America. In a letter from Mrs. BUunanoel Dowaini; to bar siatei in law, Mra. John Wmthrop, 
written from Salem in New England, without datr>, but prabablj in 1639, she ssys: — ^"I hear 
Margaret Gostlin and my Kan is a oominge [ftrom Bnglandji and nowe I shall be over majrded. 1 
hear jon want one : if yon do€^ I should be glad she might serr yon till some of our ohUdien or 
semanta wear (lii>p<:«tcKi of. Hhc doth nil the wnrnt wcD'kc in 1^ motliers howes and is very 
aervieaUe." Miugaret Oostlin would then have been about twenty years of age. She subsequently 
married • . . Heathoote. For an interesting letter from her in Antigua, Jane 37, IWi, soe

cn the 9th of May, 1615, the son of Thomas Gostlin and Jane Mfiuthmp. hh viiU, he b^v-mne m 
Bailor whilst yet in hit teens. Under date of March I, 1036 (old style), Rmtnanucl Udwuuij; w?iu« 
to John Wintbro|), Jan., afterwards tiovemor of Cooncctieu^ "Ben €ostlyu is like to prove a pioper 
seaman. He is retained out of the Stroghts and gooe to sea agaiut,-. His master aseth him like 
M sonnc^ and the youth would not change his coune of life f^ any other. So sooo as he sbalbe 
oat of hie tyme, he intends to see New fijgland." 

On tlic GtK of Mjirx'li, l(i.'!9 (1640l, Benjiuiiiii Oostliii himself writes from London, to hie 
uuole^ John Winthrop, Govotuot of Alaii»««hwii«ttji, " I siMiid b« vaay |>kad <4 ■ome good ooeation 
to oame to Nawe Kngland that I might Ittjoy y* sweete aooiei^, but aa yett I am in aoe good 

implnymeut A lu few hoptfull a wayo that T shold b* much Wanieablo if I shold tJ-.ni-;' rr ■■ ,.,If.j 
out of it , . . 1 have bin lU, hotae Uic&e 6 moutiiii, but am now booud for iiu&hin & from thenar to 
Le^ionie." 

T«o roontlis later (Slay 8, 1(140) he writes his uuclc again, saying he has bean deli^yed, but 
expeots to sail in ten days. He send* aa a present "a small landlett of rise and S jam of oyleL* 
The letter shows bun to have been a religions man, with some intereet in poKtica, "The Lord be 

iiiea'yfuU uuto ub," he excluiim, " Js turuc the Kinged halt* or else to this laoi^ in my foolish 
judgement^ is nothing to tie expected hut oontoshiaD.*

Nov. SS, 1661, the widow of Inutuurael Downing wntea from SSaat Hatley in Cambridgaabixe 
to her n^bev, John Wmthiom th«n in London aa Agent for Conneeticat* "I am aony to bear of 
my nephew and neece Coatlin's gickiiess. Qiunrtcrnh are not civillc agues: they will ovit uiiry 
their welleoma. I pcay, if eipertnnity pieaent, my aerria to nay deare siater and t>u»a all : I donfat 
not ol bar much joy to aee you ; and to CononeU Winthnpa wyfe when jon see her." The panona 
here referri^ to are Benjamin Goatlin, hia wife, and hia mother, Jane Goetlin (bom Wintfarop)^ the 
writer's sister. 

Feb. la, {l&ii), Mn. Dmnunuel Downing writea Inm £»ce Uiiti«y to John Wtnthroji, 
Governor of Oonneetient: — aon Peten mote mea want latley that not long ainoa bee bad aien 
Captwinc ^^ l:liIt ,t 3' ray nephew had lately made a purchase of an hundred pounds p* An. neer 
iiraton ; y - iie« <c nig w)f<3 & ctuldreu v:6t& purposed tu go uul live iu that, & that iny lister and 
one of daughtera ahould conttone in hia honse where be now Uvea at Sln^urd."

raidnaiy legatee and sole eieeiitrix. Them oan hardly be a douVt that this was the "oousia

There were many Goodwina of BockiDg in tlie uxtoeaih aud soTontMutii veuturiei, but their 
eoeaot rebtionahip has never been determined. They made but few villa and the earlier IVwking 
renters and manor book* are alilce mlsdng. It is not improbable tliat tlic UoodviiiK < t K it/onl 
in Gonneotieut come of the same atock. Many valiiable evidonoee connected with tb« iJotikiug 
Goodwlna, inoluding ample abetmcU of the wilb of Sir Tbomaa Pope, 1666, aud Aime Rlmit. 1994, 
are pnnted iu Lhu "Report ©u English Itive»lii<atioii!s" i-initnlMUol by Mv, HeillJ F. Watcn to tlic 
liistory el thia familj.* The name ia untaliy writwa "tioodwin," but John Peppya, onde of 
WOliam Goodwin of Bn-mondeey, In malciug; his will iu 1K51, rofer» to his "eiater Goodiuga" aixl 
har ohildreu, and detcribes hi* nephew au William Godiuge oh Goodwin.

His whole story la tinged with adventure, fton of a Um^aie merchant and giandaoD of the 
puritan Rector of PLttaii:;!], it is probable that hit tbeolttjpoal l&itiings, aud much itilcrcoursc with 
the old Rca di^ft of t.ie iiativc pl.tce, led Ijim to a-oas tlui Atl*ulic. lie graduated at Harvwd 
ia 1670. Hia daughter Hcbwua was h&puzei at Rozbuiy in 1674. Iu wa find him pnaoUng 
at Fkhnonth, in the pravinoa of Maawcbuaetta^ with anah acoaptaiuio that the ooaununity granted 
him two hundred aerea for hi« aerriees. fleareely waa he thus sAtlad when the Indiana, thinting for 
blood, awoopeil down upon the pl»c« and mataaorod Itl iubabitanta. With ituoli as ■, rviv i; ho 

etoaped to fiang'i laland in the harbmur, from wbaooe he wrote the detaiia of the dittastcr whioh 
were forwarded to the Oovemor and Council at Boston. In 1680 he waa ministering at Salem, 

wbcri villi i ; .i!y he made enemios, but had ri'tunitu to l-'almouth in 168.3. Again the Indians sacked 
the pUcB, and a^pun he >m^f^ with hia life. On the 6th of Uay 169^ h» waa ehiyrged with 
witchcraft and seat to prison. The official reoorda of hia trial on the 3rd of August foltowmg are 
A sufficient vinaeation of hia ehataoter.
